Doctors: life begins at conception 


WASHINGTON (NC)— Five doctors 


told a Senate subcommittee April’ 23 that- 


human life —at least for the purposes. of 
science — begins at conception. 

‘‘As soon as the 23 paternally derived 
chromosomes are united, through fer- 


tilization, to the 23 maternal ones, the full - 


genetic information necessary and suffi- 
cient to express all the inborn qualities of 
the new individual is gathered,”’ said Dr. 


Jerome Lejune, a French-genetics pro- 


fessor from the Medical College of Paris. 


THE FIVE DOCTORS testified on 
the first day of hearings into a proposal 
that Congress declare ‘‘that human life 
shall be deemed to exist fron 
conception.’’ The measure, according to 
would . reverse the 
Supreme’ Court’s landmark 1973 
abortion decision by extending to the 
unborn the protection for the person 
granted by the 14th Amendment of the 
Constitution. . : 


The hearing, chaired by Sen. John East’ 


(R-N.C.), chairman of the separation of 


_ powers subcommittee, was interrupted 


.twice by separate groups of three women 
who stood on their chairs and shouted 
that Congress, in the words of one, has 
“no right to control the lives of women.”’ 
East, who favors the legislation intro- 
ed by Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) 


the testimony was “‘one-sided.”’ 

EAST ALSO SAID the first two days 
of hearings (April 23-24) would only 
examine the scientific questions sur- 
rounding the issue and that hearings on 
the legal and constitutional questions 


_ raised by the bill would be held later, pos- 


sibly during the first week of May. 


Dr. Micheline M. Mathews-Roth, 
principal research associate in the Depart- 
ment of Medicine at the Harvard Medical 
School,. said the fact that life begins at. 
conception ‘‘is universally accepted and 
taught at all levels of biological 


_ education,”’ 
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She went on to cite a number of biology 
and embryology textbooks. 

“No study or experiment has ever 
refuted these scientific facts, and no com- 
petent scientist denies them,”’ she said. . 

DR. MATHEWS-ROTH also urged 


the subcommittee to use care in.defining . 


conception.. 


“*This is important because there seems 
to be a tendency in some medical circles 
to define conception as being the time of 
implantation of the developing embryo in 
the wall of the uterus rather than the time 


of fertilization of the egg by the sperm,”’ - 
she said, noting that implantation occurs — 


six to 10 days after fertilization. — 

But one doctor who testified that life 
begins -at ‘conception. also wondered 
whether. a legal definition of personhood 
would settle the issue. 

DR. McCARTHY DeMere, who also 
holds a law degree and is a law professor 
at. the University of -Tennessee in 
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J. Kothius will be ordained to the 
priesthood this.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—In his mes- 
sage for the 18th World Day of Prayer for 
Vocations, to be celebrated May 10, Pope 


John Paul Il.stressed the responsibility of - 


all members of the Church to promote 
vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life. 


The pope noted that the day of prayer 
for vocations coincides this year with the 
International Congress on Vocations to 
be held in Rome May 10-16. Participants 
in the congress are to include bishops, 
religious superiors, and vocations direc- 

tors. 


‘‘AS WE REFLECT on the theme of 
the coming bishops’ congress, Local 
Churches and Vocations,’’ the pope said, 
“our thoughts and our faith encounter the 
mystery of Christ’s holy Church, which is 
present in every local: church, where a 
part of the people of God, in the pastoral 
care of the bishop assisted by his priests, 
lives and works. In each of these local 
churches the Gospel is proclaimed, the 
Eucharist is celebrated, the sacraments 
are administered, the Lord is praised, 
loving service is given, human rights are 
defended, and the world is offered the wit- 
ness of Christianity.’’ 

Pope John Paul said the Holy Spirit 
unites each local church in fellowship, 
“guides it in truth, enriches it with differ- 
ent ministries and gifts, continually 
renews it, and leads it to a more perfect 


< union with Christ the Lord.”’ 


_ He continued; “‘Every local church 
must become ever more clearly aware of

“We are trying to take the word of God 
seriously, trying to make Christ the center 
of our lives,’’ he said. ‘‘Our eyes have 
been opened more than ever before. 
Christianity does work. It’s a way of life 
and not just an organization.”’ 


TO CATHOLIC charismatics, the 
“‘nine gifts of the Holy Spirit’? mentioned 
by St. Paul in First Corinthians are more 
than something just found in a book. 
““We have experienced them, we have 
lived them. We also believe in speaking in 
tongues, because if it was good enough for 
the apostles, it is good enough for us,’’ 
said Garcia. 


Although this outlook is not ‘tradi- 
tional’ Catholicism, as Garcia is the first 
to admit, and even viewed with some sus- 
picion by non-charismatic Catholics, the 
charismatic renewal movement in the 
Church is officially. encouraged by the 
hierarchy. Speaking to 10,000 Catholic 
charismatics in St. Peter’s Square on 
May 19, 1975, Pope Paul VI praised their 
efforts aimed- at ‘‘spiritual renewal, 
authentic renewal, Catholic renewal, 
renewal in the Holy Spirit.’’

Briefs 


PLUSES, MINUSES— Educators at 
the National Catholic Educational Asso- 
ciation’s meeting in New York said the 
increase of non-Catholics, mostly blacks 
and Hispanics in inner-city Catholic 
schools, has presented many pluses and a 
few minuses to the schools..The 1980-81 
NCEA data bank report showed that the 
non-Catholic population in urban schools 
is now 8.1 percent. It has almost doubled 
in the last five years. 


CARDINAL CHALLENGES— A 
retired Italian cardinal .recently chal- 
lenged the Church’s stand on priestly celi- 
bacy and said he will ask Pope John Paul 
II to ‘‘face up to the concrete needs of 
' various churches.”’ Cardinal Michele 
Pellegrino, 78, retired archbishop of 
- Turin, Italy, said he would urge the pope 
‘openly and without fear’’ to consider 
allowing married men to enter the Catho- 
lic priesthood. 


BERRIGAN SUPPORTED— The 
Jesuit New York province supports Jesuit 
Father Daniel Berrigan, who was con- 
victed with his brother Philip and six 
other peace activists of burglary and two 
other charges. The actions of Father Ber- 
rigan and other demonstrators in batter- 
ing nose cones of weapons was called jus- 
tified civil disobedience. 


ABORTION LAW — The Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court’s refusal to act on an 
11th-hour appeal means that an unmar- 
ried girl under 18 who wants an abortion 
must get written permission from her 
parents or a judge. The law provides that 
if parents refuse or are unavailable, a 
superior court judge may issue an order 
declaring a girl is either sufficiently 
mature to make her own decision about 
abortion or that the operation would be in 
her best interest. 


FUNDING LIMITED— The 
Reagan administration, in one of its first 
administrative actions to limit abortions, 
announced plans to cut back on the 
number of abortions provided by. the 
(American) Indian Health Service. The 
proposed change would make the Indian 
Health Service abortion policy consistent 
with other federal programs in which 
abortion funding has been limited.

WORKER PRIEST BACKED— It- 
alian auto ‘workers walked off the job at 
the Fiat-Lancia plant in Chivasso for two 
hours to protest the firing of a 37-year-old 
worker priest and union. leader. An 
estimated 1,000 workers joined in the 
protest on behalf of Father Aldo D’Otta- 
vio, who was fired in early April after the 
plant management said he made state- 
ments ‘ ‘somewhat pprcatering. ag alls’ 
ive to terrorism.’ 

CLINIC DELAYED— A zoning 
decision delaying the opening of an abor- 
tion clinic in Deerfield Beach, Fla:, in 
part because of the clinic’s proximity to a 
Catholic church, has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court at least temporarily, 
while the zoning law is challenged in 
federal appeals court. The city’s zoning 
board had voted 4-3-originally to approve 
the opening of the clinic. 


DEATH PENALTY URGED— 
More than 1.2 million Italians recently 
signed petitions asking the nation’s legis- 
lators to reinstate the death penalty for 
convicted terrorists. Officials of the Ital- 
ian Social Movement, the country’s neo- 
Fascist party, presented 89 petitions to 
secretary general of the Italian Parlia- 
ment, Vincenzo Longi. 


TEACHERS DISAFFILIATE— 


The Federation of Catholic Teachers - 


voted to disaffiliate from the American 
Federation of Teachers and the New York 
State United Teachers over the tuition tax 
credit issue, The final ballot count was 


' 315 for disaffiliation. Ten voted to retain 
_affiliation and two ballots were in- 


validated. 


CITES ‘PERSECUTION’ — Repeat- 
ed incidents of violence by Honduran 
security forces constitute ‘‘persecution’’ 
of Church personnel, including people 
working with refugees, said Archbishop 
Hector Santos of Tegucigalpa. He 
claimed ‘‘repressive policies by the 
government against Religious and other 
Church workers.’’

‘MISSIONARY MENTALITY’— 
The pope called ‘on U.S. diocesan direc- 
tors of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith ‘‘to create a missionary mentali- 
ty at home.’’ The pope met with more 
than 100 diocesan directors in the 
Vatican’s Consistory Hall and thanked 
them ‘“‘for your sustained efforts in 
making the name of Jesus ever better 
known and loved at home and abroad.”’ 
The directors included Father Anthony 
Chylewski, head of the missions society in 
the San Diego diocese. 


FAMILY COMMITTEE— Pope 
John Paul II may soon restructure and 
strengthen the Vatican’s Committee for 
the Family. The committee is charged 
with studying the spiritual, moral, and 


social problems of the’family from a pas-" 


toral perspective. It is believed the pope 
wants to separate the Committee for the 
Family more clearly from. the laity 
council, increase its staff and increase its 
influence on or interaction with other 
departments of the Roman Curia. 


‘GREAT PAIN’ — As violence contin- 
ued in various parts of Lebanon, the pope 
expressed ‘‘great pain’’ at the bombings 
done by Christian-led militia and also at 
anti-Catholic mob violence in the port 
city of Sidon. In a French-language tele- 
gram to Maronite-Rite Catholic Bishop 


* Ibrahim Helou of Sidon, the pope said he 


felt ‘“deep sadness for the unjustifiable 
bombings carried out against that town 
and for the numerous civilian victims 
which it caused.”

Clout urged on private schools 


NEW YORK—Jesuit Father Virgil 
Blum, founder and president of the 
Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights, called for the establishment of a 
national organization of private school 


parents and teachers to work politically as_ 


an interest group. 


It should include parents and teachers 
from Jewish, Protestant, and non- 
denominational schools, as well as 
Catholics, he said. Moreover, it could 


raise an annual $8 million budget by’ 


adding a dollar to each child’s tuition bill 
each semester unless the child’s parents 
object, he told the National Catholic 
Educational Association (NCEA) 
members convening in New York. 


IN PROPOSING a new organization, 
Father Blum said the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, the civil action branch of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
could not meet the need because even 
Catholic members of Congress are 
oriented toward their constituents. rather 
than toward the Catholic Church as such. 


But he accused those currently 
lobbying for Catholic schools of a 
reluctance to share power. He told of 
obtaining agreement from Jewish and 
Lutheran leaders for an inter-religious 
effort on behalf of private’ schools, and of 
getting a ‘“‘veto’’ from Catholics he 
_ approached. 


In another convention session, a-film 
produced by the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights was shown. 
Called. Miracle in the Inner City, it focused 
on inner city Catholic schools and their 
service to ethnic minority ‘children. 
Father Blum said the inability of 
government to provide quality education 
for blacks and Hispanics of the inner city 
made efforts to secure aid for. Catholic 
schools morally’ crucial. 


THE PRIEST was not optimistic 
about passage of tuition tax credit legisla- _ 
tion introduced. by Sens. Bob Packwood ~ 
(R-Ore.) and Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
(D-N.Y.). Organizations representing 
public schools have impressive political 
clout and: are working diligently but 


Catholic schools have no organization, he - 


said. Moreover, even if the bill is enacted, 
a new organization will be needed to 
protect the freedom of private schools 
against federal bureaucrats, he said. 


John Coons, professor of law at the 
University of California in Berkeley, 
where he is a member of the campus 
parish, argued that vouchers would create 
a “‘truly public school system.”’ 


Under the current system, he said, the 
rich are favored because they organize 
school districts in exclusive suburban 
- areas and keep out the poor. 


COONS SAID HE became committed 
to the voucher plan as a result of civil 
rights studies he conducted in Chicago in 


the 1960s. While studying the differences 
between black and white schools in the 
city, he said, he noticed that a far greater 
difference existed between city schools 
and those of some affluent suburbs.

Earthquake spares area churches 


WESTMORLAND —The pre-dawn 


_earthquake which jolted Southern 


California Sunday morning has caused 
major damage to this.agricultural town of 
1,500 persons, most of whom are 


Hispanic farm workers; but miraculously, . 


no one was injured. 


The quake struck at 5:09 a.m. and 
measured 5.6 on the Richter scale. The 


epicenter was just north of town, and the. 


quake levelled commercial buildings, 
cracked roads and water lines, and did at 
least moderate damage to a number of 
homes. 


AT ST. JOSEPH Church three plaster 
statues were knocked to the floor and 
smashed, but that was the extent of the 
damage, said Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate Father Amador Lopez, 
pastor. The church is a mission of St. 
Margaret Mary Church in nearby 
Brawley, which reported no damage 
despite the large tremor. 


Only ‘one parishioner experienced 
serious damage, said Father Lopez, and 
that was the complete destruction of his 
home. For the most part though, dishes 
and other items were thrown off shelves 
and many walls were cracked. 


“It was awful,”’ said Father Lopez, 
speaking of the earthquake shock itself. 
“There is a lot of damage in town, and 
the people here are poor and can’t do 
much in the way of repairs without 


money. We are going to try for some help 
from the government.’ 


OBLATE FATHER James Kernan, 
St. Margaret Mary pastor, said a number 
of people were staying at the parish for a 
cursillo weekend, but that no damage was 
done. The two other Brawley parishes, 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help and Sacred 
Heart, also reported no damage.

Religion can make a difference 


Last Friday, April 24, a significant anniversary was observed 
throughout the Church and ‘our country — the 400th anniversary 
of the birth of-St. Vincent de Paul. 


Catholics reflected on the life and work of the great Apostle of 
Charity, and on the dedicated service of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, which for 150 years has carried on St. Vincent’s efforts 
in behalf of the poor. ~ 


St. Vincent de Paul was born April 24, 1581, in Pouy, France. 
He was educated by the Franciscans and ordained a priest in 
1600. He was captured by Barbary pirates and spent two years as 
a slave in Tunisia, before escaping back-to France. After 
spending a year in Rome, he went to Paris and remained there 
the rest of his life. In 1617, he became a prison chaplain, and was 
so appalled by the wretched plight of the convicts, that he had a 
hospital built for them in Marseilles. 


In 1625, he founded the Congregation of the Missions, also 
known as Lazarists or Vincentians, to evangelize neglected, poor 
country people. He also established the Confraternities of 
Charity — associations of laywomen who visited, fed, and nursed 
the sick poor in their homes. Since these women were mostly 
members of noble and wealthy families, they made it possible for 
St. Vincent de Paul to establish hospitals to relieve the- 
widespread distress he found all around him in 17th-century 


France. He also was the co-founder of the Daughters of Charity, . 


with Louise de Marillac. 


The St. Vincent de Paul Society was founded in 1833, by a 
group of Catholic students at the Sorbonne, in Paris, headed 
by Frederic Ozanam. Their efforts were in response to a 
challenge to show how religion made any difference to the 
19th-century world. 


Choosing St. Vincent de Paul as their spiritual example, they 
began serving the poor. Their society rapidly spread to fetes 
countries, and to the United States in 1845. 3 


The work. of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, directed in “the. 5 


Diocese of San Diego by Msgr. Joseph Topping, is done quietly 
and without fanfare, in behalf of the needy. 


The Church is for all God’s children—rich and poor, 
peasants and scholars, the sophisticated and the simple. But 
obviously, the greatest concern of the Church must be for 
those who need the most help—those made beipies? by 
sickness, poverty, ignorance or cruelty. 


St. Vincent de Paul is a particularly appropriate patron for all 
Christians today, when hunger is becoming starvation, and the 
high living of the rich stands in more and more glaring contrast 
to the physical and moral degradation in which many of God’s 
children are forced to live. 


‘Next month, our diocesan St. Vincent de Paul Society moves to 
larger quarters. This will enable Msgr. Topping and his devoted 
staff to serve, even better, the people in our diocese who turn to 
them for assistance. 


In one of his letters, St. Vincent de Paul wrote, ‘‘Strive to live 
content in the midst of those things that cause your discontent. 
Free your mind from all that troubles you, God will take care of 


things.”’ 


It is hoped that those thoughts of St. Vincent de Paul and the 
message of the St. Vincent de Paul Society will have an impact 
on each of us. The message,. as was the case in 1833, is that 
religion —as exemplified by concern for the poor—can make a 
tremendous difference in today’s world.

A. ‘serious abuse’ 


I would like to quote from Pope John 
Paul II’s letter to the bishops, Dominicae 
Cenae: 


“To touch the Sacred Species and to 
distribute them with their own hands is a 
privilege of the ordained... 


“Tt is obvious that the Church can 
grant this faculty to those who are neither 
priests nor deacons, as is the case with 
acolytes in the exercise of their ministry, 
especially if they are destined for future 
ordination, or with other lay people, who 
are chosen for this to meet a just need.”’ 

From Inaestimabile Donum, Norms Con- 
cerning Worship of the Eucharist, 1 will quote 
only one point here: 

“No. 10. The faithful, whether Reli- 
gious or lay, who are authorized as Extra- 
ordinary ministers of the Eucharist can 


distribute Communion only when there is . 


no priest, deacon, or acolyte, when the priest 
is impeded by illness or advanced age, or 
when the number of the faithful going to 
Communion is so large as to make the 
Celebration of the Mass excessively 
long.”’ 

Lay men and especially women holding 
up ‘the Host and receiving under both 
species just as the priest does is a serious 
abuse.

Necessity of confession still in force 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John Paul II heard 
confessions in St. Peter’s Basilica for more than an hour on Good 
Friday. : 


It was the second year in a row that the pope — the first pope 


known to have heard confessions of ordinary people in St. 


Peter’s — sat in the confessional. He heard’ about 20 confessions. 


As many of the surprised tourists in the church rushed to form 
a line at the confessional, an aide removed the sign, ‘““Magyar, 
Deutsch, Italiano’? (Hungarian, German, Italian) outside the 
confessional announcing the languages to be used. 


The pope, who can handle the major languages of Eastern and 
Western Europe, heard confessions in’ whatever languages the 
penitents wished to use. 

He replaced a Capuchin priest from Hungary. who has 
occupied that confessional since 1949, Father Raymond Rakos. 


A Mexican woman who declined to give her name said 
afterwards that confessing her sins to the pope ‘‘was a gift from 
God.”’ 


‘‘He was very fatherly,” she said. ‘‘First he let me speak, 
without asking any questions. Then he gave me a lot of advice, 
speaking in excellent Spanish.” 


Vatican sources say that the pope’s act of personally hearing 
confessions on Good Friday is a symbolic witness of thé value he 


~ places on private confession. 


When the pope met with the priests assigned to hear 
confessions in St. Peter’s and other major basilicas in Rome, he 
emphasized the necessity of confession. 


“*Keep in mind,”’ he said, ‘‘that the teaching of the Council of 
Trent regarding the necessity of integral confession of mortal sins 
is still in force and will remain in force forever in the Church. 


_ The norm inculcated by St. Paul and by that same Council of 


Trent, whereby for the worthy reception of the Eucharist one 


must first confess one’s sins when one is aware of mortal sin, isin 


force and will remain in force forever in the Church.’’ 


He has urged priests around the world to ‘‘dedicate 
yourselves, at the cost of any sacrifice it takes, to the adminis- 
tration of the sacrament of reconciliation.”’

Remembering the Holocaust 


The week of April 26-May 3 has been designated by President 
Reagan as ‘‘Days of Remembrance for the Victims of the 
Holocaust.’’ During this week, Jews around the world 
commemorate Wednesday and Thursday as Yom Hashoah 
(Holocaust Remembrance Day). At this time all of us, regardless of 
our religion, are called upon to remember the execution of six 
million Jews and five million other victims of the Nazi regime. 


In recent years a television miniseries on the Holocaust and 
Pope John Paul II’s visit to Dachau have helped to” raise our 
consciousness of the gruesome brutality with which German 
National Socialism attempted to exterminate the Jewish people. 
A tragic aspect of that attempt is the fact that it was not the 
product of a single perverted will, but involved hundreds of 
thousands of otherwise good and religious people who actively 
cooperated in the death of their brothers and sisters. 


The Holocaust was allowed to take place in a society which 
supposedly embodied the best impulses of western liberalism. In 
that society a powerful combination of racial prejudice and social 


pressure led many educated and enlightened Christians to accept _ 


a perverted value system which undermined basic respect for 
human life. 

These annual ‘‘Days of Remembrance”’ have us look not only 
to the past, but also to the future, as we become more aware of 
the subtle power of prejudices and social pressures which 
threaten to reduce our own hie ap for the value of human life in 
all its forms. 

In the words of Elie Wiesel: ‘“‘We must remember for our own 
sake, for the sake of our own humanity... Not to remember the 


dead now would mean to become accomplices to their murders.”’

_ Welcome the stranger in our midst 


May 3, 1981, Third Sunday of Easter. Acts. 2:14, 
22-28; I Peter 1:17-21; Luke 24:13-35. 


These Sundays of Easter actually form one great, 
prolonged Easter Sunday which lasts until Pentecost. And 
while the basic proclamation of the faith remains the same 
all year long — Jesus Christ has risen from the dead! —it 
is intensified during these days immediately following our 
celebration of the resurrection. It is important to keep the 
resurrection in perspective, not as a past event, but as a. 
present reality which pins our hopes on the future. 


Our first reading is from the Acts of the Apostles, and 
St. Luke has portrayed St. Peter’s first great discourse to 
the Jews of Jerusalem. They had assembled in the holy 
city for their Pentecost, and the chief apostle is seen intér- 
preting the scriptures in the light of Jesus’ death and 
resurrection. : 


PETER EVEN QUOTES from Psalm 16—today’s 
responsorial psalm — to show that David’s prophecy has 
been fulfilled. The future Messiah will not be allowed to 
suffer bodily corruption, and this is.precisely what Jesus 
has done in rising from the dead, defeating death itself! 


As Christians we will share in that resurrection, and 
that future reality has transformed the apostles from a 
group of bewildered and confused men to the missionaries 


who will proclaim the Gospel of Jesus to the ends of the 
world. So strong is their faith now that they will endure 
hardship and death to proclaim the Good News. 


First Peter is believed to be a baptismal homily, meant 
to encourage the new Christians to be strong in their 
faith, to persevere in the face of trial, hardships, and 
temptation. 7 


IT IS ACALL TO HOLINESS, because our vocation 
as Christians is not merely a casual affair, which we can 
pick up or lay down at will. We have died with Christ in 


_ the waters of baptism so that we may rise with Him to 


newness of life. We are to conduct ourselves in fear, 
properly understood as reverence and awe for the mighty 
things God has done for us in Jesus. 


And what God has done in Jesus is simply this: He 
ransomed us from our sins with the blood of His Son. Our 
redemption has cost us nothing, but it has cost God 


_ everything! The prophecy of Isaiah has been fulfilled, and 


the Servant has shown us the path to glory through 
suffering. Our faith and our hope are fixed on Him! 


Our Gospel reading from Luke defies easy description, 
because we can read it on several different levels. There is 
the obvious, the two disciples on their way to Emmaus, 


their hopes in Jesus the Messiah shattered by His death. 
They are joined by Jesus but do not yet know Him; how 
many times do we fail to recognize Him in our midst? 


BUT THIS SAME INCIDENT may be read in a 


deeper vein. What we have here is catechesis in the truest _ 


sense of the word. In fact we have a’ liturgy of the word 
followed by a liturgy of the. Eucharist, teaching followed 
by sacrament, so as to constitute a single act of worship. 


The disciples first recite the Easter kerygma of the life, 
passion, and death of Jesus, stopping their narrative with 
the finding of the empty tomb. And it is Jesus who fills in 
the missing item —the resurrection —with His very own 
presence. = 


_ But it is only through the breaking of the bread that the 
disciples recognize the Risen Lord.’The words of the 
eucharistic liturgy are unmistakable:.He took... blessed... 
broke... gave, With that their eyes were opened, and they 


‘remembered that their hearts were on fire even as He 


spoke to them.. 


The final lesson from this reading is one of hospitality: 
the disciples at first failed to recognize the Lord, but only 
after they invited Him to stay did they find Him. Jesus 
challenges us to do the same with the strangers in our 
midst.

THE WITTY AND SMILING opera star was the 
main attraction at the opening of the 78th annual 
convention, which has brought some 19,000 persons to 
several mid-town Manhattan sites for four days. 


Miss Sills assured her audience ‘‘in case’ you’re 
wondering what a Jewish girl from Brooklyn is doing 
here’’ that she was a ‘“compulsive talker’’ on the subject 
of improving the quality of life for children with birth 
defects. Holder of the Medal of Freedom, she is national 
chairman of the Mothers’ March on Birth Defects. 


The red-haired singer was introduced by Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, NCEA board 
chairman, as someone who could hit several high ‘‘C’s.’”’ 


They included ‘‘character, charisma, class, courage, and.

Miss Sills said that when she found out her daughter, 
then 22 months old, was deaf, she was advised quickly to 
take the child to a school of the Sisters of St. Joseph in 
Boston.

But when 
Miss Sills later asked Muffy who would be visiting them 
at Christmas, she thought the reply would be ‘‘Santa 
Claus.’ However, Muffy replied, ‘‘Mother Mary, 
Joseph, and Baby God.’’ 


MISS SILLS LAUGHED: “My mothers went into a 
coma,’’ she related, and her father-in-law spilled part of 
his champagne. 

One day, the singer recalled, Muffy was home and 
announced ‘‘I not Jewish. I Catholic.’’ Her mother said, 
‘You are Tewish.’’ The voungster walked out of the room 
and returned, asking, ‘‘What is Jewish?”’ Miss _ Sills noted 
her husband has “‘always said she was raised in good 
faith.’’ And her Catholic educators taught her ‘‘that God 
existed, and God would take care of her.”’ 


Miss Sills said that a decade ago, when her career as a 
singer was soaring, she and her husband gave their names 
to the March of Dimes.

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Governor can’t be godfather because of marriage 


NEW YORK (NC)—One week after a marriage 
which lacked the sanction of the Catholic Church, New 
York Governor Hugh Carey was excluded from acting as 
godfather at the Holy Saturday baptism of the son of a 
state senator. 


But the governor was the most prominent guest at and 
witness to the ceremony April 18 in St. Stanislaus Kostka 
Church in Brooklyn. 


THE BABY’S FATHER, Democratic State Sen. 
Thomas J. Bartosiewicz, said some weeks ago he had 
asked the governor to sponsor his fourth child, Tobias 


Governor Bartosiewicz, and the governor agreed to be the 
godfather. 


When the parents explained their plans at a time when 
the governor’s own marital status was being called into 
question, the idea was changed. The senator asked two 
other friends to sponsor the baby and the governor to be 
only a witness. 


Carey on Apel 11 married yaigeline Gouletas, 
Chicago real estate figure, who has received two Greek 
Orthodox Church divorces and one civil divorce, with the 
three husbands all living. 


AFTER ANNOUNCEMENT OF the marriage, a . 


spokesman for the Archdiocese of New York said the 
governor. would be in the same. situation as other 
Catholics involved in divorce and remarriages and should 
not receive Communion. 


An amended marriage application listing the three 
marriages — the first ex-spouse had been previously listed 
as ‘‘deceased’* —has been filed with the New York City 
clerk. Catholic officials, calling the case ‘‘complicated,”’ 
said the marriage has not been sanctioned by the Church. 


_ “Therefore,’’ said a statement issued by Bishop 


Francis J. Mugavero of Brooklyn, “‘he is excluded from . 


acting as a lawful sponsor at a baptism. The Diocese of 
Brooklyn has declined to give Governor Carey permission 
to serve as a godparent at an infant’s baptism on Holy 
Saturday.”’ 

DURING THE CEREMONY, the governor was a 
‘‘witness’’ as the official godfather, Richard Mazur, stood 
by. Father John Sabotka afterward placed the baby in 
Carey’s, not Mazur’s arms. 

Asked about the bishop’s statement, Carey replied: ‘‘I 
don’t know about rulings. I never asked for any.”’ 


Governor Carey’s first wife died of cancer in 1974. She . 
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had a daughter by her first husband. The governor 
adopted her and the couple had 13 more children. Mrs. 
Gouletas-Carey, whose daughter by her first husband has 
two children, said she intends to give up her personal 
career to become a fulltime “‘first lady”” of New York 
State. 


SPECULATIONS ABOUT the Carey wedding noted 
that the marriage might, in the words of a news analysis 
by Richard J. Meislin of The New York Times, ‘‘cause 
problems among those in the governor’s strong Catholic 
constituency.”’ 


Catholic-Orthodox weddings 


~ BOSTON (NC)—Cardinal Humberto Medeiros of 


Boston and Greek Orthodox Bishop Anthimos of Boston 
signed an agreement this month regularizing the 
marriages of Greek Orthodox church members who had 
married Catholics in the Catholic Church. 


Formerly, the Greek Orthodox Church did not 
consider its members who had acted in such a way to be in 
good order with the church because they had not had the 
marriage ceremony in an Orthodox Church. 


THE AGREEMENT ADVISES such couples and all 
Catholic and Greek Orthodox clergy that the status of the 
Catholic partner in the Catholic Church will not be 
jeopardized in any way, if the couples decide ‘to have their 
marriage blessed in the Orthodox Church. Such a 
blessing will permit the Orthodox member to resume 
participation in the. sacramental life of the Orthodox 
Church, and regain full privileges of parish membership. 

‘This brings me great joy in that it permits many 
Greek Orthodox souls, formerly deprived of the Bread of 
Life and the Bread of Salvation, to now share in the 
blessings of the Eucharist. It is a great day for all, both 
Roman Catholic and Greek Orthodox,’’ said Cardinal 
Medeiros. 


‘‘This step,’’ Bishop Anthimos said, ‘‘is important not 
only for the many spiritual blessings which it will provide 
for those affected, but it is equally another of many 
significant steps which serve to encourage closer bonds 
between our churches.”’

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A special setting for a special celebration

Marches, protests; demonstration rallies all have one 
thing in common—each is a public expression of the 
ideologies and convictions of a group and the individuals 
within that group. Sacraments, by their very nature, are 
like that. Each sacrament is a public expression of the 
convictions of our Catholic faith tradition. The 
Sacrament of Matrimony is no exception to that public 
expression. 


For this reason, the celebration of a wedding normally 
takes place within the context of the Eucharist in a 
church. This says something symbolic and beautiful for 
the bride and groom and all their invited guests. A 


wedding is not a private ceremony for the bride and: 


groom and their immediate family. The Catholic theology 
of marriage maintains that the wedding liturgy is part of 
the public worship of the Church, as well as a public 
manifestation to everyone of the union between Christ 


and His Church. 


THE SETTING, THEN, for the wedding ceremony 
is the sacred space in which the family of God normally 
gathers to worship. It is appropriate, therefore, that a 
couple celebrate their wedding within the community and 
in the place where that community worships. Usually, the 


' parish church of the bride is the site of the wedding, since 


the pastor of the bride’s parish has jurisdiction over the 
wedding. 


However, some couples, especially those who have 
been away from home for studies, choose to celebrate 
their wedding in the chapel of a Newman Center of a 
college or university. This is particularly true in the case 
where both bride and groom have been part of that 
campus parish community, with -which they have 
identified. 


When we speak of the place for the wedding, we need 
also to consider the environment which the couple wishes 


to create for the ceremony. Such consideration involves 
planning. 


SOME PARISHES provide the services of members of 
the parish liturgy team to assist with the planning of the 
wedding liturgy. This planning, while considering the 
choice of readings, prayers, music, and ministries, should 
also include discussion of flowers, banners, printed 
program, lighting, and other decor. In regard’ to these 
elements, quality and appropriateness, dignity and 
beauty, should serve as the criteria for judgment. 


The sacred setting of the church adds so much to the 
beauty and meaning of a marriage —a public expression 
of our faith. Yet, giving a little attention to the 
environment of the celebration can add that personal 
touch to the unique sacramental union between a man

My youthful piety wouldn’t let me ac- 
cept my friend’s reasoning, but he did 
make me wonder why so few married 


. people are listed in the calendar of 


saints — and why it seems that no married 
couple has been jointly canonized. 


Only after I was married and the father 


of four did I discover the answer! Married. 


life canbe the most difficult of vocations, 
often even more demanding than the 


. priesthood or religious life. 


WHILE WE ALL need the help of 
other people and the grace of God to 
achieve sanctity, husbands and 
wives—unlike priests and - Reli- 
gious—have a unique dependence on 
each other. 


I suspect that most husbands and wives 


go to heaven together or they don’t go at” 


all. Of course, a few saintly-men, like the 
Old Testament: prophet Hosea, triumph 
in spite of less than virtuous wives, and. 
occasionally a St. Monica reaches for the 
heights of sanctity while her husband is 
busy cutting corners on earth. 


_ They are the exceptions. In marriage 
we become not only two in one flesh but 
in the spirit, too. As our lives are united - 
on earth, so are our destinies in heaven. 


NOWHERE IS this union of husband 
and wife so important, so maddening and 
so joyful as in parenthood. It starts with 
an act of love —that’s the easy part — and 
quickly turns into the long, hard work, 
punctuated by bursts of happiness, of 
raising them.

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All anyone really needs to make it

Recently, a well-known writer on human relationships, 
Virginia Satir, said that people really need a minimum of 
four hugs a day. 

Her words made me think just how important 
expressions of affection are in love and in marriage. 


‘These musings, in turn, led me to a conviction about the 


priority of the hug. 


FOUR HUGS A DAY—what a wondrous thought! 
The hugs can take the form of full embraces, gentle, or 
almost crushing; a squeeze of the hand; or a simple touch. 


Such contact establishes a relationship that provides 
needed physical contact and warmth. Hugging involves a 
reaching out and taking in. It is an experience of support, 
a giving and a receiving as well as a gentle caring. The 
hug helps give people a renewed sense of self-worth and a 
vital tangible relationship with one’s world. 


People need their four hugs every day, according to 
Ms.. Satir. But, she goes on to say, after the first four, 
each one is icing on the cake, a bonus. And, just in case 
anyone is concerned, no one can overdose (O.D.) on 
hugs! 

A FRIEND OF MINE says this ae for hugs q.e.d. 
(four times daily) finds expression in one of his favorite 
quotes, or laws, on human relationships. An experienced 
hugger and hugee, his law reads: ‘‘Crabbiness is in 
inverse proportion to hugs.’’ 

I am not trying to establish here the scientific validity of 
the connection between hugs anda sense of well- 


being—although some interesting and promising 
research has taken place in this regard at Purdue 
University in West Lafayette, Ind. 


I do want to suggest, however, that the hug is 
important. And for those intimately involved in family 
life, there are people around to hug, people who will hug 
us in return, Even more important, these are persons who 
exist close to the heart of one’s life and not merely on its 
fringes. The hug physically expresses and develops the 
intimate bond between the significant persons in one’s 
life. This makes the hug an act of highest priority. 


THE HUGIS SO EASY to give. It is such a luxurious 
gift .to receive. It can be planned or delightfully 
spontaneous. It can be given or received in widely varying 
degrees of intimacy. It is always serisual, but it may or 
may not be sexual. The hug is a generous act of self- 
expression. Yet it can be controlled in its meaning and in 


‘its purpose. 


Although the hug is not the prerogative only of the 
married, it is an expression of affection that should have 
special significance for two persons who have so fully 
committed their lives ‘to one another. Sometimes, 


_ however, it can happen that couples overlook the delights 
~ of the hug or do not fully savor them in the rush toward 


explicit sexual activity. 


Sometimes, married couples see the.sensual experience 
of the hug only as the means to an end, intercourse, rather 
than as a worthy end in itself. If this becomes the rule 
within a relationship, however, married couples will miss 
out on many of the tender nuances of the hug. 


The etiquette of saying ‘thank you’ 


Writing thank-you notes is as much a part of the 
wedding as choosing a bridal gown. It is’ the bride’s duty 
to acknowledge — personally — each gift she receives; and 
as soon as possible after receiving the gift. 

Traditionally, the thank-you note, although signed 
only by the wife, should make mention of the husband in 
the body of the note. If possible, include a personal 
reference, and be sure to specifically mention the gift. 


Acknowledgement of a check should, if possible, refer 


to the item purchased or what you and your husband plan_ 


to purchase with the money. 


Your signature should, include ee surname, — 
you know the person well. see Gee

“Upon what score has the struggle for justice in the 
world been linked with a platform of radical negation of 
God?”’ he asked workers in St. Denis, where France’s 
Communist Party receives strong voting support. . 

Instead of dividing the world into struggling classes, 
people need a ‘‘universal vision of world problems’’ 
affecting political and economic inequality, Pope John 
Paul added. 


SPEAKING TO COMMUNIST workers is a natural 
by-product of the pope’s pastoral style of talking to people 
from all walks of life. 


In Terni, where the Communist- Socialist alliance is 


strongest, the pope praised the ‘‘vocation’”’ of a:union - 


activist and declared that ‘‘when work alienates man 
without making him grow. it is a work against man, to 
which he becomes a slave.’ 


A former employee in a chemical factory and a 
linrestone quarry before his ordination to the priesthood 
in Poland, Pope John Paul seems to feel a special affinity 
for all workers, whatever their ideological position. - 


“I UNDERSTAND PERFECTLY your problems 
because I too was a worker, as you know, and I feel that I 
may remain in my soul always a worker, ” he recently told 
Vatican lay employees. 


_A look at Pope John Paul’s visit to ‘Pomezia; in 
September 1979, less than a year after the beminnine, of 
his papacy, shows. that his style for such encounters has 
not changed. 

- Speaking to a predominantly communist crowd, he 
urged the factory workers of Pomezia to ‘‘consider me 
your friend or at least your former colleague.’’ 


‘““FOUR YEARS OF WORK was worth more to me 
than two. doctorates,’’ he added. ““Thus my friendship 
with workers in the offices and factories was strengthened 


- and it continued when the work and the Nazi occupation 
_were over and I became a priest, bishop, and cardinal.”’ 


The. brand of communism present in Italy. and other 
countries of Western Europe contrasts sharply with that 
in Poland and other Soviet-bloc countries. 


Enrico Berlinguer, head of the Italian Communist 


Party, said his party neither ‘‘explicitly professes an - 
- atheistic materialistic philosophy’’ nor ‘intends to impose 


or favor atheism in Italy.

AFTER NATIONWIDE ELECTIONS in 1979, 
Berlinguer indirectly praised Pope John Paul for 
remaining outside the “‘formless and aggressive anti- 
communist’’ segments which attacked the party before 
the elections. 


The Communist Party, Italy’s second largest, received 
about 30 percent of the vote in the last election. The 
Christian Democrats form the country’s largest- political 


party.

Kennedy invitation 
sparks lively debate 


GLOVERSVILLE, N.Y. (NC)—An invitation to 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass.) to speak at a fund- 
raising dinner for a Catholic school on May 26 has 
sparked debate within the Catholic community and 
among members of the local right to life movement. 


Catholics are debating whether it is appropriate for 
Our. Lady: of Mount Carmel, a Catholic school, to 
welcome a politician who has voted for Medicaid funding 
for abortion even though he has expressed personal 
opposition to abortion. Opponents of the invitation also 
said that Kennedy voted against tuition tax credits. 


MEMBERS OF THE RIGHT to life movement are 
talking about ways of protesting Kennedy’s voting record 


. when he comes to Gloversville. They said that Kennedy 


not only has voted for Medicaid funding for abortion but 
.is also opposed to a constitutional amendment to permit 
greater restrictions on abortion. 


Father Daniel Herlihy, Albany diocesan human life 
coordinator and pastor of St. Mary’s parish in 
Gloversville, has voiced opposition to Kennedy’s visit. 


“Since the senator’s efforts in areas in which we have a 
vital interest do not coincide with our aspirations and 
efforts,’’ Father Herlihy said in a press release, ‘‘I believe 
another person equally as prominent in public life would 
serve better the purpose for which the senator is 
appearing at Mt. Carmel.”’ 


‘“‘THE PARISH INDICATED that they invited Sen. 
Kennedy because he is an international figure who would 
be interesting to listen to,’’ said Father Michael Farano, 
diocesan chancellor. “Bishop (Howard) Hubbard (of 
Albany) goes to a lot of events where he is in disagreement 
with the political views of others who are present. The 
public knows Bishop Hubbard’s views against abortion. 
His attending would be in support of the school, not in 
support of Kennedy.”’

what it is in the light of the mystery of the 
universal Church.”’ 


. MEMBERS OF THE CHURCH, he 
said, must clearly understand ‘‘the nature 
of the vocation and mission of the people 
of God as they travel through the world 
toward their eternal homeland. 


“There must be,’’ he added, ‘‘equally 
clear understanding of the identity of the 
bishop, the priest, and the deacon; of the 
nature of their precise and irreplaceable 
mission at the service of the people of 
God; and of what distinguishes these 
persons, who have been consecrated 
through Holy Orders, from the other 
members of the people of God.”’ 


Church members, he said, must also 
clearly understand the. identity, and 
activity of men and women Religious. - 


“THIS CLEARER understanding, ‘in 
the light of faith,’’ the pope said, ‘‘will 
impel us to thank and praise the Lord for 
the abundance of ministries and gifts with 
which He has enriched His Church. And 
it will also be very useful in helping each 
member of the Church to reflect on his or 
her personal reponsibilities, to discover 
his or her own personal vocation, and to 
be ready to serve the ecclesial community 
generously with the power and grace of 
the Holy Spirit.’’ 

Pope John Paul recalled that the 
Second Vatican Council said the duty of 
promoting vocations belongs to the whole 
Christian community. 


““Here there arises a problem of con- 
science. No one, before God, can say: 
‘Let others see to it.’”’ 


PRIESTS AND RELIGIOUS ‘‘have 
special responsibilities for vocations, 
responsibilities which they cannot ignore 
or neglect or delegate,’’ the pope said. 
“They must, therefore, through their 
lives, their example, their words, and the 
joy and the quality of their apostolic 
work, teach others, especially the young, 
to acquire a taste for serving the Church.

HERSHEY, Pa: (NC)—The new 
head of the federal Food and Drag Ad- 
ministration, Dr. Arthur H. Hayes of 
Hershey, is also a permanent deacon who 
sees a link between his job and his minis- 
try. 

“T think a good deal of my ministry will | 
be involved with my job,’’ said Hayes, 
appointed FDA commissioner by Health 
and Human Services Secretary Richard 
Schweiker, a former Pennsylvania 
senator. ; 

‘“‘THE LEADERSHIP provides an 
opportunity to use those’ things the 
Church feels make the diaconate impor- 
tant to the community,’’ he said in an 
interview prior to taking office at the FDA 
April 13. ‘‘The education, the grace of 
the Sacrament of Orders, the exper- 
ience—all are very important in exer- 
cising that role.”’ 

_ Hayes, chief of the Division of Clinical 


Pharmacology of the Pennsylvania State — 


University College of Medicine at 
Hershey, is a permanent deacon in the 
Diocese of Harrisburg, He hopes to con- 
tinue diaconal ministry in the -Arch- 
diocese of Washington. 

_ Regulating drugs and other health- 
related items involves much doubt and 
few certainties, Hayes asserted. ‘‘In 
many issues, a high degree of morals is 
important for a person regardless of reli- 
gious persuasion, but they’re generally 
not the type of issues in which you are 
acting against conscience.’’ 

THE JOB OF overseeing 7,500 people 
and a budget of more than $300 million 
while regulating and monitoring drugs, 
food, additives, vaccines, and devices 
such as pacemakers seems awesome to the 
Hershey physician.

Kinney, auxiliary bishop of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., serves as episcopal link 
between the U.S. bishops and the charis- 
matic renewal movement, and retired 
Cardinal Leo Suenens of Brussels, Bel- 
gium, is a staunch supporter on the inter- 
national level. 

AND WHILE CHARISMATICS put 
much emphasis on a ‘‘baptism in the 

’ Holy Spirit,’’ the Mass is the center of 
their Catholic faith: ‘‘The Church 
believes what it prays and it prays the 
Mass,’’ said Garcia. ‘“The Mass is not an 
obligation to us, it is a privilege.” 

Catholic charismatics are characterized 
by a freedom of expression in their per- 
sonal prayer lives, said Garcia. ‘‘We are 
very open to the Holy Spirit, and we are 
open to Him as a person. We let Him be a 
part of us, and we accept His gifts.”’ 

It is the ‘‘born again’’ experience 
which is at the heart of the charismatic’s 
aproach to life, a ‘“‘baptism’’ in which one 
‘completely puts his whole life, with its

Real culprit confessed, saved priest

Newspapers had a sensational story not 
long ago when the state of Delaware put a 
priest on trial for a series of armed rob- 
beries. Now television has its turn in 
dramatizing the ordeal of Father Bernard 
Pagano as The Gentleman Bandit, airing 
Wednesday, May 6, 9-11 p.m. on 
KFMB-TV, Channel 8 in San Diego. 


The case turned on the positive identifi- 
cation by seven eyewitnesses to the hold- 
ups. Father Pagano found himself unable 
to prove his innocence and a miscarriage 
of justice would have resulted if the actual 
perpetrator had not stepped forward to 
prevent it. 

THE POINT OF the program is that 
human justice is not absolute —that the 
law can make a mistake. Audiences in the 


1950s were uncomfortable when Alfred 
Hitchcock told a similar story in his 
movie, The Wrong Man. Perhaps, by 


. having a priest as the victim in a case of 


mistaken identity, people will pay a bit 
more attention to the frailties of the legal 
process. 


Ralph Waite as Father Pagano brings 
the warm authority of his years as TV’s 
Pa Walton to the role. Waite’s acting and 
Milan |Stitt’s script make credible the 
active ministry of this clergyman and the 
human as well as spiritual suffering 
caused by his arrest and trial. 


Nothing could be more melodramatic 
than having the real culprit confess at the 
last moment, but that’s what actually 
happened. There are a number of broad 
touches such as Estelle Parsons singing

say, in bringing Lion of the Desert to the 
screen, though the American viewer 
might have his pleasure in its spectacle 
somewhat diluted by the suspicion that he 
may have to help pay for it by his con- 
tributions at the gasoline pump.

The main problem is that those respon- 
sible for Lion elected to bring this heroic 
saga of resistance to colonialism to the 
screen as a conventional Hollywood epic 
instead of trying for something more 


‘authentic. For all its sincerity, then, Lion 


has one eye fixed on the box office. 


And so we have all the familiar draw- 
backs which are part and parcel of the 
Hollywood epic, chief among which is the 
ubiquitous English language, spoken 
after a fashion in a variety of accents, and 
too many old familiar faces pretending to 
be Italians or Libyans when we know 
they’re not.
